EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-2, 4-7, 9-19 and 21 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
claimed uniquely distinct features in the instant invention which are not found in the prior 
art either singularly or in combination. They are a method receiving from the user 
through said user interface a record request to periodically record said selected 
.program,, said record request including a recurrence period; said record command 
including a recurrence period; determining if said program is a recurring program from 
said .program information, wherein recurrence period information for said program is 
contained in said program information when said program is a recurring program; and 
periodically recording said selected program on recordable media when said recurrence 
period of said record request is similar to said recurrence period information of said 
program. These features are not found or suggested in the prior art. 
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The closest prior arts, Knee and Brown discloses a conventional utilizes 
category-specific user interfaces providing access to multiple services including 
television programs, received data feeds, home shopping services, and video games 
as well as the stored program schedule information; either singularly or in combination, 
fail to anticipate or render the above underline limitation obvious.
